REMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action dated 
April 27, 2009. Claims 12, 17, 18, 27 and 29 are pending in the application, of which Claims 12, 
17 and 18 are independent. Reconsideration and further examination are respectfully requested. 

Claims 12 and 28 to 29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over 
Japanese Patent No. 08-030408, also published as U.S. Patent No. 6,493,101, (Okazawa) and 
U.S. Patent No. 6,865,354 (Jackelen), further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,947,174 (Chen). 
Claims 17, 18 and 27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over Okazawa 
and Jackelen, in further view of Japanese Publication No. 10-224643 (Kumada; also U.S. Patent 
No. 6,430,3 1 1), and further in view of Chen. Reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections 
are respectfully requested. 

The present claims are directed to managing the printing of images using profiles in a 
networked environment. In the event that a downloaded profile has attributes that make it 
incompatible with a particular image, the downloaded profile is discarded rather than used to 
create an unusable printed image. Instead, a default profile specified by a user is used to form the 
image for printing. In one aspect, an attribute is rewritten that indicates a default profile which is 
included in the attribute information of a downloaded profile which is held and not deleted. In 
accordance with this feature, a user downloading profiles can select a downloaded profile among 
held downloaded profiles without being deleted and can set the selected downloaded profile as a 
default profile. That is, a user performing the downloading can easily set the default profile. 

Turning to specific claim language, amended independent Claim 12 is directed to an 
image forming apparatus for forming an image based on a downloaded profile downloaded via a 
network. The apparatus includes a holding means for holding the downloaded profile and 
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attribute information of the downloaded profile; storage means for storing attribute information 
in which attributes set in the image forming apparatus to form an image are defined; 
determination means for determining whether or not the downloaded profile held in the holding 
means is an incorrect profile by comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile held 
in the holding means with the attribute information stored in the storage means and by 
determining whether or not the attribute information of the downloaded profile held in the 
holding means has all attributes defined in the attribute information stored in the storage means; 
deletion means for deleting the downloaded profile held in the holding means if the downloaded 
profile held in the holding means is incorrect by the determination means; and rewrite means for 
rewriting an attribute to indicate default profile among the attributes included in attribute 
information of another downloaded profile which has been held in the holding means. If the 
deletion means deletes the downloaded profile held in the holding means, the image forming 
apparatus forms the image based on the downloaded profile having the attribute information in 
which the attribute indicating default profile is rewritten by using the rewrite means by a 
downloading person. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the cited references, namely Okazawa, Jackelen 
and Chen, whether considered alone or in combination, fail to disclose or suggest all of the 
features of the image forming apparatus of Claim 12. In particular, the cited references, either 
alone or in combination, fail to disclose or suggest at least the features of rewriting an attribute to 
indicate default profile among the attributes included in attribute information of another 
downloaded profile which has been held wherein, if the held downloaded profile is deleted, the 
image forming apparatus forms the image based on the downloaded profile having the attribute 
information in which the attribute indicating default profile is rewritten. 
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In contrast to the present invention, Okazawa discloses a printing apparatus having a 
function for downloading an object for an external device and utilizing the downloaded object for 
the apparatus. In Okazawa, the printing apparatus determines if the printing apparatus has the 
necessary functions for the printing job. In the event that the printing apparatus does not have the 
necessary functions to process the printing job, the printing apparatus downloads an object for 
executing the function from an external device. After the printing job is completed, the 
downloaded object might be deleted from the printing apparatus. Furthermore, Okazawa 
discloses that the object is downloaded to flash ROM which is both writable and deletable. 
However, Okazawa fails to disclose or suggest rewriting an attribute to indicate default profile 
among the attributes included in attribute information of another downloaded profile which has 
been held wherein, if the held downloaded profile is deleted, the image forming apparatus forms 
the image based on the downloaded profile having the attribute information in which the attribute 
indicating default profile is rewritten. 

Turning now to Jackelen, Jackelen concerns a printer apparatus having a function of 
detecting, notifying and resolving printer mismatches. Jackelen discloses that print job attributes 
are checked against available printer resources and capabilities and a determination is made 
whether or not there is a mismatch between the downloaded profile or attribute with respect to 
the printer resource information. However, Jackelen fails to disclose or suggest rewriting an 
attribute to indicate default profile among the attributes included in attribute information of 
another downloaded profile which has been held wherein, if the held downloaded profile is 
deleted, the image forming apparatus forms the image based on the downloaded profile having 
the attribute information in which the attribute indicating default profile is rewritten, as featured 
in Claim 12. 
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Finally, Chen discloses that, if a printer does not hold a predetermined profile, the 
printer forms images by using a profile assigned as a wildcard. However, Chen fails to disclose 
or suggest that the assigned profile is a downloaded profile and the profile is assigned as the 
wildcard by rewriting an attribute to indicate default profile among the attributes included in 
attribute information of another downloaded profile which has been held wherein, if the held 
downloaded profile is deleted, the image forming apparatus forms the image based on the 
downloaded profile having the attribute information in which the attribute indicating default 
profile is rewritte. 

In light of these deficiencies in Okazawa, Jackelen and Chen as discussed above, 
Applicant submits that independent Claim 12 is in condition for allowance and respectfully 
requests same. Amended independent Claims 17 and 18 are directed to a method and a computer 
readable storage medium, respectively, substantially in accordance with the apparatus of Claim 
12. Accordingly, Applicant submits that Claims 17 and 18 are also in condition for allowance 
and respectfully requests same. 

The other pending claims in this application are each dependent from the 
independent claims discussed above and are therefore believed patentable for at least the same 
reasons. Because each dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional aspect of the 
invention, however, the individual consideration of each on its own merits is respectfully 
requested. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the entire application is 
believed to be in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested at the 
Examiner's earliest convenience. 
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
